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DUTY ON COCAINE AND CHLORAL 
; HYDRATE, 

We made brief mention in our last 
issue of a decision by the Board of 
General Appraisers, ordering that du- 
ty of twenty-five per cent be levied 
on chloral hydrate as a chemical salt 
under paragraph seventy-six of the 
tariff act, instead of fifty cents a pound 
asa “medicinal preparation of which 
alcohol is a component part. or in the 


00 | preparation of which alcohol is used.”’ 


Doubtless under this ruling all im- 
porters who have in times past paid 
the fifty cents a pound duty under 
protest, will get a refund of the 


450.00 
amount they have paid equal to the 


difference between the two rates of 
duty, but those importers who have 
paid the fifty cents a pound without 
entering any protest have noredress, 
Perhaps some of them do not want 
any. 

It appears that the first case to 
reach the courts against the Govern- 
ment levy of fifty cents a pound, oc- 

red about two years ago in St, 

Ouis. Instead of paying the duty un- 
der protest the importer carried the 
case to the Circuit Courtand ultimately 
it reached the Circuit Oourt of Ap- 
peals, which is now practically the 
court of last resort in all cases relat- 
ing to the customs, which decided in 
the importer’s favor,but the Secretary 
refused to acquiesce in the decision 
owing to a claim made by the cus- 
toms authorities in St. Louis that 
they had additional evidence to sus- 
tain their side of the case, Here the 
matter was allowed to rest, the Secre- 
tary agreeing to accept as final the 
decision on the next case at New 
York. Quite recently a contest was 
made by importers in this city with 
the result that the Secretary has at 
last accepted the ruling of the court, 
fixingthe duty at twenty-five per cent 
and the importers have dropped their 
price to the trade accordingly. 


Antedating, perhaps, the St. Louis 
case, importers in this city, of co- 
caine, after a great deal of trouble, 
and after, under protest, paying duty 
on a large number of invoices at the 
rate of twenty-five per cent., succeeded 
in getting the duty readjusted at fifty 
cents a pound, and obtained refunds 
of a few thousand dollars paid the 
Government, represented by the dif- 
ference in the two classifications. 
Oocaine, therefore, paid duty at 
fifty cents a pound from September 
24th 1891, the date of the decision 
above alluded to, until March 7, 1893. 
when the Oollectors of Oustoms 
throughout the country were in- 
structed by letter from the Secretary 
to assess duty on muriate of cocaine 
at twenty-five per cent. under para- 
graph seventy six of the _ tar- 
iff act. This order was brought 
about by the decision of the 
United States Circuit Court in the 
case of an importer of crude cocaine, 
who appealed from the finding of the 
Board of General Appraisers assess- 
ing duty at twenty-five per cent. as an 
alkaloid, he claiming entry at fifty 
cents a pound as a medicinal prepar- 
ation, The Oourt affirmed the de- 
cision of the Board, claiming that as 
all alkoloids are medicinal and that 
all medicinal preparations are not al- 
kaloids, the Collector had chosen the 
more specific of the two upon the 
evidence presented, 

We do not propose to go into the 
merits of the case as to whether 
crude cocaine is or is not an alkoloid, 
or whether muriate of cocaine was 
properly classified at fifty centa a 
pound, but we fail to see why a 
decision on a crude article should 
operate to produce a reclassification 
of a refined article, when it seems 
to be admitted that crude and muri- 
ate are not identical. It appears, 
however, that a principle was involv- 
ed. In the decision of the Board 


dated September 24, 1891, it was con- 
tended that the enumeration for 
medicinal preparations was more 
specific than that for chemical com- 
pounds or salts, whilst in the Court 
decision the contention was that the 
Collector had been the more specific 
in calling the article an alkaloid, 
which brought it within paragraph 
seventy-six, hence the Department, to 
be consistent when principles are in 
volved, would have to accept the latest 
ruling. 

That the Government means to ad- 
here to the position it has taken is 
evidenced by a late decision on the 
importation of cocaine at this city in 
which reference is made, as a preci- 
dent, tothe chloral hydrate case at 
St. Louis we cited above, in which 
the classification is made as a chem- 
ical salt. 

Right here is where the anomalous 
charac er of certain sections of the 
tariff act is manifest. Whilst alco- 
hol is not a component part of either 
chloral hydrate or muriate of cocaine, 
it is used in the preparation of both 
articles, therefore both could be legit’? 
imately classified, according to the 
strict wording of the law, at fifty cents 
& pound; but twenty-five per cent. 
has been established for chloral hy- 
drate as a chemical salt, the weight 
of evidence seeming to favor this 
view, the duty very materially favor- 
ing the importer of this article as 
against a possible domestic manufac- 
turer. 

The new tariff act now before the 
Senate distinctly mentions chloral 
hydrate as dutiable at twenty-five 
per cent., but makes no mention of 
cocaine or the hundred and one fine 
chemicals which are entered at the 
Oustom Houses under the para- 
graphs we have quoted. It does, 
however, so amend paragraph sev- 
enty-four as to make it read “fifty 
cents a pound, Provided; that nosuch 
preparation shall pay less than twenty- 
five per centum ad valorem.” This 
would include cocaine and many other 
medicinal salts of similar high cost, 
that are used in the practice of med- 


icine, 
We understand that the whole ques- 


tion of the duty on muriate of cocaine 
will be brought up ere long by the 
importers here, with a view to getting 
& more equitable adjustment of duty 
under the present tariff act, as they 
contend it is a medicinal salt, in the 


making of which alcohol is used.

POSITION OF NITRATE OF SODA. 

In considering the position and 
statistics of nitrate of soda in our issue 
of April 16 we stated that with an or- 
dinary demand the supply would be 
barely sufficient to meet requirements 
to July 1, and that even with a re- 
stricted demand no decline in price 
could be expected, while with the or- 
dinary movement an advance would 
surely follow. Our prognostications 
have been varified in every particular. 


While the demand has not been equal 


to that during the corresponding 
period last year it has nevertheless 
been sufficient to keep supplies at a 
very low ebb, and at the present time 
there are less than ten thousand bags 
in stock, whereas the average supply 
is 100,000 bags. Not only is the spot 
supply small, but there is less than 
20,000 bags on the way which may be 
expected to arrive during the present 
month, As the average monthly re- 
quirements reach a total of fully 60,- 
000 bags it will be seen there is barely 
half a month’s supply in sight. The 
amount in store is held at a consider 
able advance over the price ruling at 
the date of our previous editoriai re.- 
view of the situation, and the pros- 
pects now point to a etill further ap- 
preciati¢~ in values for both spot and 
goodso! he way. 

The situation on the west coast of 
gouth America is interesting as affect- 
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ing the probable future price of nit- 
rate of soda. It appears that the 
labor question is also a perplexing 
and disturbing one at the nitrate beds. 
The laborers there are paid in the 
paper currency of the country, but 
while the value of that has steadily de- 
preciated the amount paid the laborers 
has not been increased, and they, find- 
ing the purchasing power of their 
wages diminishing, have ceased work, 
many ofthem leaving the country to 
seek other employment. The operators 
have found it difficult to supply their 
places and the result is a decreased 
output. The alternative therefore 
confronts the producers of paying 
higher wagss or being content with 
the amount they are able to turn out 
with the help they have been able to 
secure. At present they can about 
meet the world’s current require- 
ments, and as they are able to com- 
mand a higher price for their restrict- 
ed output the operators have made 
no effort to increase their working 
force by offering higher wages. The 
result has been that the cost of im- 
port here is now considerably higher 
than was the market price a few 
months ago. The natural inference 
therefore is that prices will not soon 
recede to theirformerlevel. Another 
feature having a bearing on the situa- 
tion at present is the small supply in 
Europe and the high prices ruling 
there. This has already caused the 
sending of two cargoes to Europe 
which had been designed for this 


port. 


PETROLEUM FIELDS IN MAY. 


The result of development opera- 
tions in the petroleum fields of Penn- 
sylvania, and those sections of New 
York and West Virginia usually em- 
braced in the monthly field reports, 
does not show the increase in new 
production that had been predicted 
by some who had kept account of the 
wells being drilled and the general 
progress of development work. The 
most notable feature, however, is the 
large increase in wells drilling and 
in the number completed during the 
month. Notwithstanding the large 
amount of work completed the new 
production was but a trifle more than 
was shown by the April wells and the 
proportion of dry holes was very 
nearly as large as in the preceding 
month, The average production of 
the wells was the smallest within the 
year and has proven a sore disap- 
pointment to the producers, although 
at present prices realized for the pro- 
duct it is not claimed that drilling 
operations are unprofitable. It ap- 
pears that the large proportion of 
failures is due to efforts to extend the 
boundaries of producing territory, 
though the amount of actual wild- 
catting has not been unusually large, 
That the new development work 
should show an increase Was ©X- 
pected, as it was believed the higher 
market price would stimulate drilling 
operations. 

During the month of May 326 wells 
were completed in the Pennsylvania 
fields, which is an increase of forty- 
seven and of 108 over the number 
completed during March. Of these 
sixty-eight were unproductive. The 
production of these wells at the close 
of the month was 7,430 barrels, or but 
forty-five barrels more than the pro- 
duction of the April wells. The aver- 
age production of the May wells was 
about twenty-two and seven-eighths 
barrels, which is the lowest average 
in many months. The number of 
wells drilling at the close the 
month was 410, which is an 
increase of sixty-three. The number 
of rigs in course of erection was 238, 
showing a increase of five and mak- 
ing the total increase in development 
work sixty-eight wells. 

In the Ohio fields there was alsoj a 
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considerable increase in the amount | IMPORTS AND EXPORTS COMPARED. | Cottonseed oil exported during the 


of work completed, but the results 
were more satisfactory. The total 
number of wells completed was 249, 
showing an increase of forty-seven 
and an increase of 1,646 barrels in new 
production, the total being 7,191 bar- 
rels. The proportion of dry holes 
was about the same as in April, but 
much smaller than in March. The ave- 
rage production of the May wells was 
twenty-eight and seven-eighths bar- 
rels, which is an increase of one and 
one-quarter barrel. The number of 
wells drilling atthe close of the month 
was 122, which shows a decrease of 
fifteen. The number of rigsin course 
of erection was ninety, showing an 
increase of three, and making the 
net decrease in new work under way 
twelve wells. In the matter of de- 
velopment work there is a strong con- 
trast between the reports of the Ohio 
and Pennsylvania flelds. 


In the Indiana fields 110 wells were 
completed during May, which shows 
an increase of thirty. Of these thir- 
teen proved dry, a smaller proportion 
than during either of the two pre 
ceding months. The production of 
these wells at the close of the month 
was 4,450 barrels, which shows an in- 
crease of 1,276 barrels. The average 
production of the May wells was a 
little short of forty and one-half bar- 
rels, a gain of about three-quarters of 
a barrel per well. The number of wells 
drilling at the close of the month was 
sixty, which is an increase of four, 
The number of rigs in course of erec- 
tion was thirty-five, showing a de- 
crease of five and making a decrease 
of one well in the amount of new 
work under way.

ADULTERATION OF CLOVES. 


The Sultan of Zanzibar has issued 
a proclamation forbidding the adul- 
teration of cloves, under the penalty 
of a fine of 1,000 r) pees, ‘tor other se- 
vere punishment.” Itis claimed that 
the practice of adulterating cloves 
‘ with stems, earth, etc., has been 
growing of late years, but it is very 
probable that it would have been 
winked at by the Sultan had he con 
tinued to receive as his lawful tithe a 
good quality. At stated periods his 
cloves are sold at public auction ant 
the low prices he has received, due 
largely to the poor appearance of the 
cloves owing to a certain amount of 
adulteration, doubtless angered him 
and called forth his proclamation. 

Whilst there may be a certain 
amount of adulteration practiced in 
this article dealersin this market claim 
that the cloves that come here are of 
uniformly good quality,due,no doubt, 
to the safeguards that are insisted 
upon by the buyers. Most of the 
goods are sold for distant shipment, 
aud the contract between the buyer 
and seller calls for a good merchant- 
able article. It also provides for ar- 
bitrating all disputes that may arise, 
so that the buyer has redress should 
there be any question as to the qual- 
ity when the goods arrive. On the 
other hand, when goods are sold at 
public auction as they are in Zanzi 
bar, the buyer practically buya with 
open eyes, and if ho is deceived it is 
no one’s fault but his own, 

Some years ago there was a case 
here of the adulteration of clove 
stems, and an examination of the lot 
was made, with the result that a very 
large quantity of sand was dis- 
covered, together with stones, strings 
of beads, war clubs, and large knives 
used by the natives of the East, The 
buyer made a claim of $120 and it 
was allowed. Adulterating for this 
market is certainly not a profitable 
business venture. 


The Mountsin Queen Mining Oo., 
Marysville, Mon,, has been incorpo.

The statistics of imports and ex- 
ports for the ten months preceding 
May of this fiscal year, show, by 
comparison with the figures of a year 
ago, that the volume of business has 
greatly decreased. The comparisons 
which we here comment upon are 
taken from the monthly statement 
issued by the Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington, and which may be 
found in tabular form on another 
page. Only those articles showing 
radical changes are considered. 

A very notable feature in the im- 
port trade is the large decrease in 
cutch and gambler; only 20,772,727 
pounds having reached our shores in 
the ten months of this year against 
30,452.159 pounds during the same 
months in the year before, Alizarine 
including extract of madder, is 1,716,- 
121 pounds short of last year’s im- 
portation, and argol or crude tartar, 
has decreased to the extent of 5,573,- 
470 pounds. Oinchona bark shows 
an increase during these ten months 
of 272,642 pounds. The number of 
pounds of shellac imported this year 
has been 3,635,683, while those of the 
previous year amounted to 4,783.408 
pounds, Indigo shows a large de- 
crease, 1,239,467 pounds having been 
received this year against 2,896,907 
pounds. Although last year showed 
a decided increase in licorice root 
over the year previous, this year 
more than counterbalances that in- 
crease as the importations of that 
root thus far are 23,316,791 pounds 
less than those of last year. Ohlor- 
ide of lime also shows material de- 
crease, the number of pounds being 
32,490,619 less than a year ago. 
Muriate of potash can be said 
to have gained over precede 
ing importations, 9,463,809 pounds, 
while nitrate of potash has been im- 
ported to the amount of 6,597,946 
pounds, against 13,693 927 pounds last 
year. The imports of glycerine from 
July to May were 7,467,570 pounds, 
while during the same time last year 
13,234,189 pounds were imported. The 
different kinds of sodas have decreas- 
ed 170,036 736 pounds within the ten 
months; this aggregated amount 
makes no doubt the heaviest decrease 
of any one import. Ground sumac 
as contrasted with last years impor- 
tation shows a decrease of 6,164,445 
pounds, Glass in the shape of cylin- 
der, crown and common window, un- 
polished, was imported from July 
to May tothe extent of 44,213,042 
pounds, as contrasted with 653,- 
715 991 pounds in the year before, 
The importation of whale and fish 
oil is much below that cf last year, 
beic g 375,861 gallons less, while otber 
animal oils may be estimated at 3,697 
gallons this year, against 51,072 gal- 
lons imported during the correspond- 
ing months of the previous year. 
Lingeed is in excess of last year, 280,- 
748 bushels being the amount im- 
ported this year, while 60,489 bushels 
was the importation the year preced- 
ing. 

Among the large exportations, dyes 
and dyestuffs are in excess of the pre- 
vious year to the value ot about $170- 
000 and chemicais and mediciues to 
the amount of $676,033. Exported 
window glass has also increased in 
value from $7,392 to $16,403. Glucose 
has increased very materially, the 
first ten months of 1893 wiinessing 
the exportation of 76,641,239 pounds, 
while during the last ten months 104,- 
666,620 pounds ere exported. Grease 
and soapstock have increased i: val- 
ue to the amount of $1,161,673 from 
$837,672 in 1893. Glue is also one of 
the articles which has gained recent 
ly. Spirits of turpentine are slightly 
in excess of last year, while the other 
naval stores show a small decrease in 
bulk, About 2,000,000 pounds is the 
decrease in oil cake and oil cake meal, 


past ten months is reported at 12,830,- 
817 gallons whereas last year the 
number of gallons was only 8,139,963, 
With the exception of tallow and

DIASTASE, 


In the matter of the protest of Lehn 
& Fink against the action of the col- 
lector of customs at New York as to 
the rate and amount of duties proper- 
ly collectable on certain diastase, im- 
ported July 8, 1893, the following is 
me —_— by General Appraiser

We find that Messrs, Lehn & Fink 
imported into the port of New York 
two cases of diastase, upon which 
duty was assessed at 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 76, and 
which is claimed to be dutiable at 60 
cones per pound under paragraph 74 


2. This substance is a chemical com- 
pound, pot a medicinal preparation. 
It coatains no free alcohol, but in its 
preparation alcohol is used. 

The protest is overruled. 


CHLORALAMIDE. 


In the matter of the protest of 
Schering & Glatz against the action 
of the collector of customs at New 
York, as to the rate and amount of 
duties properly collectable on certain 
chloralamide, imported August 26, 
1893, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find that Messrs. Schering & 
Glatz imported into the port of New 
York @ quantity of chloralamide, up- 
on which duty was assessed at 26 per 
cent, ad valorem under paragraph 76 
N. T., and which is claimed to be 
dutiable at 50 cents per pound under 
“ raph 74, 

his substance is produced by 
eubshanteley the same process as 
chioral hydrate, with the addition of 
certain elements of ammonia. It isa 
medicinal preparation and a chemi- 
cai compound. Alcohol is used in its 
preparation, but it contains no free 
alcohol, Applying the principles of 
the judicial decisions on chloral hy- 
drate the Board holds that this sub- 
stance is dutiable as a chemical com- 
pound, 

The protest is overruled. 


BINOXIDE OF BARIUM. 


S, Jack Bros. against the action of 
the collector of Customs at New York, 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
properly collectable ou certain ‘‘bi- 
noxide of barium” imported per 
Sept. 7. 1893, Nov. 2, 1893, and Oct. 30. 
1893, 

We find that the protestants im- 
ported into the port of New York 
since Oct: 6, 1890, at the times spec- 
ified in the schedule above, quanti- 
ties of binoxide of barium, otherwise 
known as peroxide of barium, upon 
which the collector assessed a duty 
of 269 ad valorem under the pro- 
vision of paragraph 76, and which 
the importers claim to be dutiable 
at $672 per ton as baryta, sulphate 
of, or barytes, including barytes 
earth, manufactured, provided for 
in paragraph 49 N. T. 

3. That binoxide of barium, other- 
wise known as peroxide of barium is 
a chemical compound in the form of 
a fine gray powder, the commercial 
source of which is carbonate of 
baryta or witherite. This substance 
in its chemical constitution is dis- 
tinctly a substance other than sul- 
phate of baryta, or barytes, or bary- 
tes earth on carbonate of baryta or 
witherite. It is produced in commer- 
cial quantities by heating carbonate 
of baryta or witherite to a dull red 
heat in specially adapted furnaces in 
order to expel the carbonic acid there- 
from, and then passing a current of 
air over the same from which the so 
calcined material, after a time ab- 
sorbs the volume of oxygen required 
to form binoxide or peroxide of 
barium, 

8, Sulphate of baryta is commonly 
or popularly called barytes. It is 
found asa natural mineral salt both 
in massive and granular or earthy 
form, and is manufactured for use 
in the arts, its chemical constitution 
being unchanged, by grinding or 
washing and grinding into a pow- 
dered form, and enormous quantities

in that condition, are used in the 
manufacture of paint and paper. 

4, Oarbonate of baryta is also a 
mineral salt found in abundant nat- 
ural deposits, and is commonly and 
popularly known as witherite. It is 
used in the arts as a base for some 
colors, also as a material for the 
manutaeture of ceramics and plate 
glass, and in the provess of refining 
sugar. 

5. Binoxide or peroxide of barium 
is chiely used in the manufacture of 
bleaching compounds. It is not sul- 
phate of baryta or barytes earth man- 
ufactured. 

In addition to the oral evidence 
taken in this case the Board has re- 
ferred tothe Century Dictionary (ba- 
ryte barium, beryta, barytes und 
witherite) Spon’s Encyclopoedia, 36, 
Encyclopeedia Brit. (barytes) Ure's 
WVictionary (barytes et seq) and to the 
statement made before the Commit- 
tee of Ways and Means, reported in 
the Official Report of Hearings be- 
fore the committee at the 1st session 
of the 61st Congress on page 404-5, 

Carbonate of baryta, or witherite, 
is found in the tariff on the free list 

_in paragraph 600, while sulphate of 
baryta or barytes, including barytes 
earth, which we find to be natural 
mineral snbstances other than carbo- 
nate of baryta or witherite, are made 
dutiable, if unmanufactured, at $1 12 
od ton; if manufactured at $6 72 per

In the opionion of the Board new 
chemical constitutions which may in 
part be derived from sulphate of ba- 
ryta, cannot be considered as sulph- 
ate ot baryta manufactured,and these 
protests are, therefore, overruled. 


SOAP STOCK—CRUDE OLEIN, 


In the matter of the protest of H, 
M, Newhall & Oo. against the decision 
of the collector of customs at San 
Francisco as to the rate and amount 
of duties chargeable on certain olein, 
imported March 16, 1893, Opinion by 
General Appraiser Lunt: 

We find—(1) that H. M. Newhall & 
Oo. imported into the port of San 
Francisco, March 16. 1893, certain 
merchandise invoiced as oiein, upon 
which duty was assessed 25 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 76, N.T., 
and vhich is claimed to be free under 
paragraph 473 as an acid, or under 
paragraph 599 as grease or oil com. 
monly used in soap-making or for 
stuffing or dressing leather, and fit 
only for such uses, 

2. That said merchandise is com- 

mercially Known as crude olein or 
oleic acid; that the same is a fat oil 
of animal origin, chiefly and com- 
monly used in soap making and in its 
condition as imported fit only for such 
uses. 
3. It is not an acid used for the pur- 
poses mentioned in paragraph 473, 
but it is used as a material to be in- 
corporated into a new product by 
chemical combination or otherwise. 

The claim that the same is entitled 
to free entry under paragraph 699 is 
sustained. 


MEDICINAL (TOILET) SOAPS, 


In the matter of the protests of 
Schering & Glatz, against the decis- 
ion of the collector of customs at New 
York as to the rate and amount of 
uuties chargeable oo certain medici 
nal soap, in:ported October 6 and 27, 
1893, the following is the opinion by 
General Appraiser Wilkinson: 

The protests are against the assess- 
ment of duty upon certain so-called 
medicinal soaps at the rate provided 
in paragraph 79, N. T., for ‘fancy, 
perfumed and all descriptions of toilet 
soaps,’ classification being claimed 
at 20 per cent. under the same para 


graph. 
All toilet soaps have or are supposed 


to have hygienic qualities, Soap, be- 
sides removing dirt received exter- 
nally, is an alkali, and unites with and 
~— the fatty, acid excretions of the 
skin. 

The goods are ‘‘Stiefel’s medicinal 
soaps.’’ Theappellants testified that 
they are not known as toilet soaps; 
but their testimouy is contradicted 
by their catalogue, which isin evi- 
dence. This list, speaking of some 
of these soaps, says, “‘Sublimatesoap: 
Simply washing the body as with any 
toilet soap is sufficilent.’’ ‘Arnica 
soap: This soap isa very mild, neu 
traJ, and pleasant toilet article.”’ 
“Aromatized lily cream soap: A 
favored toilet soap.”” ‘“Balsan. Peru 
soap: Exceedingly fit for bathing 
and general toilet use,.’’ ‘‘Benzoic 
acid soap: It keeps the skin soft and 
fresh, causes a regular action of the 
pores, prevents excessive perspir- 
ation, and obviates any tendency to 
deposits of a fatty nature and their 
consequences,” “Borax soap: An 
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exceedingly healing toilet article. 
“Oreolin soap: It is also recom- 
mended asa toilets and bath soap.” 
Like comments run on through the 
catalogue, 

It seems obvious that soaps of this 
character are, and we find that they 
are, ‘‘descriptions of toilet soap.”’ 
Were there a special provision for 
medicinal soaps, such enumeration 
would probably be more specific than 
the general term toilet soap. But in 
the absence of such a provision we 
are of the opinion that they were pro- 
perly classified. 

The protests are overruled accord- 
ingly. Reference is made to G. A. 


CHLORAL HYDRATE, 


Roessler & Hasslacher Ohemical 
Oo. et. al., against the action of the 
collector of customs at New York, 
as to the rate and amount of duties 
properly collectable on certain chloral 
hydrate imported at the dates named 
inschedule, Opinion by Generai Ap- 
praiser Lunt: 

The chloral hydrate covered by the 
numerous protests in the schedule an- 
nexed, was imported since Oct, 6, 
1890. at the port of New York, Duty 
Was assessed upon the same at 60c 
per pound under the provision of 
paragraph 74, N. T., and the severai 
importers claimit to be dutiable at26% 
ad valorem as a chemical compounu 
or salt under paragraph 76, N. T 
This article is the subject matter of 
G. A, 2221, to which we refer for find- 
ings of fuct and observations con- 
cernihg the same, 

Upon the appeal taken to the U.S. 
Circuit Court in the Southern district 
of New York, this decision was re- 
versed and the court followed the de- 
cision of the U. 8. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, rendered ih the Fourth Oir- 
cuit, in re, Battle, holding the same 
to be dutiable at 26% ad valorem 
under paragraph 76 N. I. In the de- 
cision rendered by the court at New 
York the Treasury Department ac- 
quiesced, 

Contirmaing to the judicial judg- 
mentin the case above mentivued., 
we hold ihat chloral hydrate is duti- 
able at 26% ad valorem under para- 
graph 76, N.T., as a chemical com- 
pound or galt, and former decision of 
the Board concerning the dutiable 
rate of this substance are hereby 
superseded, 

The protests are sustained. 


COCAINE PHENATE, GUAIACOL ABSOLUTE. 
AND SALOL AND CHARGES ON. 


Merck & Uo. against the action of 
the collector of customs at NewYork 
as tothe rate and amount of duties 
properly collectable on certain co- 
caine phenate, guaiacol absolute and 
salol and charges on imported De- 
cember 6, 1893, Opinion by Appraiser 
Wilkinson: 

‘fhe merchandise consists of co- 
caine phenate, guaiacol absolute and 
salol. It was assessed for duty at 265 
per cent ad valorem under paragraph 
75 with additional duty, because the 
appraised value exceeded the entered 
value by more than 10 per cent, 

Appellants claim that the articles 
are dutiable at 60c per pound under 
paragraph 74 as medicinal prepara- 
tions, in the preparation of which al- 
cohol was used and they protest 
—* the exaction of additional 

uty. 

Tne U.8. Oircuit Court for the Sec- 
ond Circuit following the ruling of 
the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Fourth Circuit inre Battle, re- 
cently sustained the claim of the pre- 
sent appellants that chloral hydrate 
is not dutiableas a medicinal prepa- 
ration containing alcohol, or in the 
preporation of which alcohol is used, 
but is dutiable at 26 per cent ad valo- 
rem under provisions of paragraph 
76 for chemical compounds and salts, 
The claim in the protest before us, as 
to the rate of duty is in conflict with 
the principles of the aforesaid decis- 
ion and must be overruled. 

In regard to the question of addi- 
tional duty, the record shows that the 
importers securely attached to the in- 
voice, at the time of making entry, 
the following memorandum : 

“Importers add for market value 
M 1.70 K on 2,268 salol M 386.66, 

Merck & Oo,, 
by G. H, NEat.”’ 


They claim that this paper wasa 
part of the entry and that the omis 
sion from the entry form of the 
amount stated in the memorandum 
was a manifest clerical error. The 
salol was invoiced at 21°30 marks per 
kilo. The value stated by the im- 

orters’ memorandum was 23 marks. 

he appraisers’ notations were: ‘‘Add 
2 marks per kilo—2,268 kilos at 25 


marks per kilo—add in addition to 
importers’ addition, etc.’’ 

On the return of the invoice the 

collector sent a notice to the import- 
ers that the merchandige had been 
advanced 8 per cent. But it was not 
subsequently discovered that the im 
porters’ addition had not been in- 
cluded in the amount stated on entry. 
A corrected notice was sent that the 
advance was 17 per cent. and an 
additional duty of 34 per cent, was 
assessed under section 7, act of June 
10, 1890, 
Witnout determining whether the 
Memorandum attached to the invoice 
and presented with the entry was a 
part of the entry or not, we hold that 
the omission from the entry of the 
amount stated in the memurandum 
was an obviour clerical error, and we 
sustain the claim that the appellants 
are not liable to additional duty. 


ULTRAMARINE BLUE IN PULP- 


A. B, Ansbacher & Oo. et al, 
against the action of the collector of 
customs at New York as to the rate 
and amount of duties properly col- 
lectable on certain ultramarine blue 
in pulp, imported per vessels and at 
the dates named inschedule. Opinion 
by General Appraiser Tichenor: 

We find as matter of fact that the 
merchandise here subject of protest 
is ultramarine blue imported in casks, 
inthe form of pulp or thick paste, 
which is formed by grinding or oth- 
erwise mixing the powdered ultrama- 
rine with water, the proportion of the 
latter :anging from 40 per cent. up- 
ward, the price of the article in trade 
diminishing with the increase in the 
quantity of water contained therein. 

Duty was assessed at 4%c per pound 
upoa the article in the condition as 
imported; that is to say, upon the 
combined weight of the ultramarine 
blue proper and the water, under par. 
65, The protestants claim that duty 
should only have been assessed upon 
the dry weight of the ultramarine 
contained in the article. One of the 
protestants also makes the .altele 
native claim that the merchandise ix 
dutiable at 26 per cent. ad valorem, 
under par, 61. 

In G. A. 1029 the Board sustained 
the claim made by the protestants 
that the merchandise was dutiable 
only at the dry weight of the ultra- 
marine blue contained therein. Upon 
the Government’s appeal trom such 
decision the Oircuit Oourt for the 
Southern District of New York con- 
firmed the Board’s decision “with ex- 
treme coubt.”’ 

The U. 8. Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Second Circuit, in the ease 
of the United States vs Zent- 
graf (60 Fed. Rep. 10,14) reversed 
the decision of the Circuit Oourt 
and the Board, the learned Judge 
(Shipman) saying in the course 
of his opiuion: “It seems apparent 
that Oongress was aware of the 
differing methods in which colors 
were prepared ivr the mu:iket,—taat 
they were either dry or mixed with 
oil, or mixed with water,—and, with 
respect to a portion of the blues 
and to the chromium colors, provided 
in terms that when they were mixed 
with water, the specific duty per 
pound should be assessed only 
on the weight of the color actually 
contained therein, Oongresa knew of 
the distinguishing characteristic be- 
tween material dry and ground in wa- 
ter, and discriminated between the 
two methods when it chose to do Bo. 
It omitted uny discrimination in re- 
gard to ultramarine blue, and, pre- 
sumably, for a satisfactory reavon. 
The distinction which the Legislature 
carefully made in paragraphs 60 and 
63, and which was not mace in para- 
graph 55,leads us to the conclusion that 
une distinguishing was intentionally 
omitted, aod that the article kuown 
as ultramarine blue is dutiable at 4%c 
per pound in whatever form it is com- 
mercially known and purchased. 

Following the court’s decision, we 
overrule the protests in each case, 
and the views expressed in G, A. 1029 
are modified accordingly.

Important Decision Affecting Importers. 


Attorney-General Olney has noti- 
ged Secretary Carlisle thac he nas re- 
celved a copy of the opinion of the 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
fourth circuit in the case of Marine: 
vs, Lyon, Hail & Company, in which 
the Uourt hoids that the Government 
is not liable for interest and costs in 
cases arising under Section 15 of the 
Oustoms Administrative Act, 

‘Lhis information affords great sat- 
isfaction at the Treasury Department 
as some embarrassment has been 
feared from one or two decisions by 
circuit judges, charging costs and in- 
terest azaiust the United States, As- 
sistant Secretary Hamlin had occa- 
sion to consider the question soon at- 
ter entering office, aod he was firmly 
of the opinion, which has been con 
firmed bythe Oircuit Uourt of Ap- 
peals, that no such charges ran 
against the Government under exist- 
ing law. Uhief Justice Marshail lay 
down the dictum which has been at- 
firmed in favor of most sovereignties 
“that the United States never pay 
costs.”” Supvsequently a specific stat- 
ute was enacted, codified as section 
$vl11 of the revised statutes, author- 
izing the collection from the Govern- 
ment of ‘costs of suit and interest at 
the rate of 3 per cent per annum.”

out some declaration of Oongress 
to that effect,’’ He held that 
there was no such declaration 
of Oongress in force, and that

Lubricating Oils. 


BY A, C. J, CHARLIER, 


Looking back over a period of only 
@& few years, what extraordinary 
strides have been made in the manu- 
facture of lubricating oils! Ten years 
ago the users of machinery could not 
be persuaded to use anything but 
castor or sperm oil, and in a very few 
instances the very finest refined min- 
eral oils. Since tnat time chemists 
and manufacturers have been mak- 
ing experiments and investigations 
in making up compounds, which now 
far surpass the old lubricants both in 
price and quality, and it is with the 
making up of these compounds that 
the present article is concerned. 

Before dealing with the oils used, it 
is necessary to consider what consti- 
tutes an efficient lubricator. <A good 
lubricating oil must have sutticient 
body to keep the surfaces between 
which it flows from coming into con- 
tact, hence the reason why high grav- 
ity oils are now 80 much used, ev- 
ertheless everything depends on the 
class of work on which the oil is to be 
employed. If for light machinery, 
oils having a gravity ranging he- 
tween ‘850 and °890 are required, and 
for heavy machinery, oils having a 
gravity from °910 to ‘¥80 are used, 

Another important feature is to ob- 
tain oils having the greatest amount 
of fluidity consistent with body. 
Many of the Russian mineral oils are 
put onthe market having a gravity 
of about ‘920, very highly refined and 
of a splendid color, and yet when 
these oils are heated to about 180° F., 
they become so fluid as to make them 
quite useless, as they run off the bear- 
jogs like water. At the same time 
these Russian oils are very useful for 
making up compounds when mixed 
with oils not affected by temperature,

as they then supply gravity to an oil 
which, although an excellent lubri 
cant, could not be used for heavy ma 
chinery on account of its low gravity. 

Other points to be borne in mind 
are to produce an oil with a maxi- 
mum capacity for receiving and dis- 
tributing heat, together with a free- 
dom from tendency to gum or oxi‘ize. 

Hence none of the drying oils con 
be used for lubricating oils, and un- 
fortunately for the users of these oils 
@ method has now been discovered for 
adulterating oils with soap, thus pro 
ducing a very fine-looking oi], but at 
the same time making it perfectly 
useless for lubricating purposes, 

A good lubricating oil should be 
neither acid nor alkaline. (In refin- 
ing acids are mostly used, and in the 
cheaper oils sufficient care is seldom 
exercised in washing them free from 
all traces of acid, and on the other 
hand many manufacturers are in the 
habit of leaving a large quantity of 
alkali in these oils in order to in- 
crease the gravi'y. 

The suitability of a lubricating 
medium depends upon the character 
of the work required to be done, and 
is not constant; and therefore. in 
order to discover which is the best 
kind of oil to use for the different 
classas of work, it is very essential to 
become aquainted with the nature of 
the many oils employed to form the 
componnds now so largely usec for 
lubricating purposes. 

The most important of all are the 


mineral oils, which form the basis of 
ajl these compounds, The American 
oils differ widely, and are to be pre- 
ferred to the Russian. They are 
much better distributors of heat, are 

urer and much better refilued. The 

ugsian mineral oils in many cases 
are mixed for the suke of economy 
with the dregs or residues remaining 
in the pans after distillation, and, as 
before stated, the lose their = 
and become very fluid when heated 
to any higk temperature. 

The mineral aaron oila range 
in gravity from ‘865 to as high as ‘930, 
the former being used for sewing 
machines, spindles, etc., whilst the 
higher gravity oils are ogee for 
cylinders and all classes of haavy 
work. A mineral oil having a flash 
ing point below 300° F. should be dis- 
carded as useless, as it is liable at 
any moment to cause fire, In order 
to teat the flashing point of an oil 
many forms of testers—such as 
Abel’s, Bernstein’s or Bailey’s—are 
used, and they are all more or less on 
the same plan, namely, consisting of 
a receptacle for containing the oll to 
be tested, surrounded bp a water 
bath, a lamp for heating the bath, a 
thermometer to inicate the tempera- 
tures, and an outlet for the vapor 

enerated from the oil, to which a 
ight is continually applied. In- 
stantly the vapor fires the tempera- 
ture is noted, this constituting the 
flashing point of the oil. 

All these testers, however, require 


very careful handling, and are far 
too complicated for general use, The 
wrier therefore, suggests a simp e 
glass ae which can be made 
very easily, and will be found very 
accurate for all yoy! purpoger, 
It consists of two glass beakers, the 
smaller fitting by means of a cork 
band into the larger; the outer one 
is used as the bath, and the inner 
one contains the oil to be tested. 
This beaker is closed at the top with 
a cork havingg a small aperture, 
through which is fitted a small piece 
of glass tube tapering to a point at 
the end, which forms au outlet for 
the vapor from the oil. A thermom- 
eter is also fitted into the beaker con- 
taining the oil to denote the temper- 
ature at which the oil flashes. 
This little apparatus, when used, 
is placed on a sand bath 
over alamp, and by comparing the 
results obtained with those previously 
obtained from standard oils on the 
same apparatus the suitability of any 
oil can be accurately ascertained in a 
few minutes. When, however, a 
sample is to be examined which has a 
flashing point above that of boilia 
water an oil bath must be used instea 
of water, and, again, the oil to be 
tested must be on the same level as 
the liquid in the outer beaker. 

A mineral oil evaporating more than 
6 per cent. in twelve hours at a tem- 
perature of 140° F. is useless, as the 
evaporation creates a viscous residue, 
or leaves the bearings dry. To test 


for this a weighed quantity is placed 
in a porcelain dish and heated for the 
requisite time, then cooled and weigh. 
ed and subtracted from the original 
quantity employed, the difference be. 
ing the loss by evaporation. 

The viscosity or fluidity of an oil ig 
another very important test—that is, 
to find that it will remain in its place, 
fulfilling other conditions, at both 
low and high temperatures. For all 
light bearings running at high speed 
low gravity oils having a low fluidity 
should be looked for, whilst for heavy 
machinery — gravity oils with a 
moderate fluidity should be employed, 
In employing the latter class of oils 
care must be taken that they do not 
clog. through their low fluidity, the 
machinery. 

Many viscosity testers have been 
invented, but here again they require 
careful manipulation, and it will be 
found that a long glass tube tapering 
to a point, and fitted with an outer 
jacket for holding water heated to 
different temperatures, will answer 
everything that is required. The oil 
to be tested is placed in the inner tube, 
aud the time it takes to run out of the 
aperture at the bottom denotes the 
viscosity of the sample tested, and 
this compared with standards prev- 
iously ascertained the suitability of 
the oil can be accurately determined. 

Mineral oils alone are not suitable 
for the heaviest machinery, on ac- 
count of want of body and higher de-

press it. As an indication how slack 
trade is, in this section may be seen 
from the small number of men em. 
ployed by master painters who usual} 
during April, May and June employ 
from 66 to 85 men or more, have this 
spring rarely exceeded from 7 to 19 
men. Oertainly the outlook for a 
brisk summer trade is not very prom. 
red. In sympathy with this dull 
condition of trade the demand for 
lead in oil has materially fallen off, 
though early in the winter large or. 
ders were booked by dealers in anti- 
= of a large spring demand, 
which so far has not materialized, It 
is hinted around the trade that some 
ot the large dealers are ‘“‘moving hea- 
ven and earth”’ to work off their sur- 
plus stocks rather than carry them 
into the fall. The rainy weather hag 
had a depressing effect upon the sale 
of paris green, but with the return of 
warm weather an increased demand 
may be expected to follow. The 
other articles show few changes as de. 
tailed below. There is a general com. 
plaint around the trade about slow 
collections and a disposition shown 
by painters and dealers to suit their 


own convenience as regards pay- . 


ments, 
White Load, Zino Etc. 


White Lead.—The unfavorable wea- 
ther noted in our last for out door 
work which has existed for several 
weeks pist in almost all sections of 
the country continues, and from :ll 
appearances is likely to for the pres- 
ent. With these conditions prevail- 
ing there is no wonder that the dis- 
tribution of lead in oil should slack 
off earlier than usual this spring. Lit- 
tle attention is paid to schedule prices 
except for some special brands for 
which full card tigures are quoted, 
though not always obtainable, the 
general range being for prime old 
process 64%@6%c for round lots less 
the usual discount. Dry lead is dull, 
occasionally a single car is taken now 
and then by some grinder to work up 
a little extra stock. We note sale of 
one car at 4%c less the regular dis- 
count. English lead in oil is arriving 
quite freely, while some is putin 
bond, the bulk goes direct into con- 
sumption at 8%@8%c as to brand 
and quantity. 

Red Lead.—The usual demand inci- 
dent to the period of the year is re- 
ported, all of which is satisfied at 
prices ranging from 54%@6%c, as to 
quantity, less the regular discount, 
There has been rather more doing in 
German for fall delivery, as buyers 
have about concluded there wili be 
not much change in the tariff bill. 
Sales are reported of 26 tong for future 
delivery at a shade under 6c, while 
for jobbing store parcels the price 
ranges from 64%@6%c, as to make 
quantity and holder, 

Pig Lead,--The market has been 
quite unsettled by the free offerings 
of lead for August and September de- 
livery.by which the buyer has the op- 
tion of delivery at any licensed ware- 
house. Sales have been made on 
these terms at 322%c. For single 
cars, however, for prompt shipment 
from the West, 3 2744@8 30c has been

Litharge.—Only a small jobbing de- 
mand is reported from: either the 
glass or rubber trades for guods to 
finish up this fire. For future de- 
livery there is not much _ inquiry, 
prices, however, remain fairly steady 
at 4%@6c, as to quantity, less the reg- 
ular discount. The other higher 
grades are without special feature and

Petroleum Fields Report. 


From the monthly report of field 
cperetions compiled by the scouts of 
the Oil Oity Derrick, we make the 
following extracts: ‘All the new 
flelds that have attracted attention 
since the first of the year are exhibit- 
ing signs of speedy dissolution, In 
the north, the Ormsby pool, in Mc 
Keon, has been found to be very nar 
row, whilst ita extension to the north- 
east appears to have been abruptly 
cut off. Unless a new lead is discov- 
ered this promising district has al 
ready passed the culminating period 
of its career. The Glen Hazel district 
in Elk county, has developed nothing 
at all remarkable. Oaptain Jones 
has the fleld all to himself but as yet 
has not been able to demonstrate to 
anyone’s satisfaction that a pool of 
oll, of even respectable proportions.is 
concealed in th t portion of Pennsyl- 
vania. In the southwest the latest 
additions is the Oow Run pool in Wil- 
liams township, Wood county, West 
Virginia, Several very large wells 
have been found but the dry holes are 
more than double the number of good 
wells,and no very large amount of oil 
will be obtained there. Finleyville is 
almost entirely deserted, while the 
Grubbs pool made sn effort to redeem 
itself the past month by a very prom- 
Ising producer, There is a narrow 
streak of territory in that region, but 
it has costa large amount of money 
to discover it, 

Butler county presents as much de- 
sirable territory for the operator as 
any other section of the couatry, and 
the various fields represented in this 
section contained 145 rigs and drilling 
wells at the close of May. The new 
procustcs fell off over 400 barrels in 

ay. The new district at North 
Washington reveals a big list of small 
wells and dry holes the past month 
and appears to be developing a rath- 
er spotted character. There is a large 
area good for small wells and a heavy 
list of drilling operations is credited 
to this section. 

McDonald and Sistersville both 
show asmall falling off in activity as 
compared with the preceding month. 
There have been 1,391 wells complet- 
ed in the McDonald district to date, 
and only 131 of them have proved un- 
profitable. About the same number 
of wells were completed in May as in 
April, but the production is over 200 
barrels less. The number of wells 
Grilled in the Sistersville field durin 
the ~ two years foot up 912, 0 
which 69 were unproductive of oil. 

Mannington completed 16 wells in 
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May, 6 of which were dry, and the 
new production was 1,375 barrels. Its 
deep sand territory is remarkably 
productive, but it requires a long 
time to drill a well to the oil aoe 
rock,and in consequence only a smal 
proportion of the wells under way are 
completed from month to month. 

The new pool in Wood county, West 
cane completed 11 wells in May 
and 7 of the entire number were des- 
titute of oil. A companion to the 
flast Reed gusher was discovered and 
the entire counuy thereabouts is like. 
ly to be drilled over by «ambitious 
wildcatters, 

The wells completed in the various 
sub-divisions of the southwest dur- 
ing April were as follows: McDonald, 
81 wells completed, three dry, produc 
tion 833 barrels; Sistersville, 42 wells 
completed, two dry, production 1,750 
bsrrels; Mannington, 16 wells com- 
pleted, five dry. production, 1,376 bar- 
rela; Grubbs, one well completed, 

roduction 160 barrels; McElroy, in 

oddridge county, West Virginia, 
seven wells completed, one dry, pro- 
duction 265 barrels; Mt. Morris, six 
wells completed, two dry, production 
136 barrels; Eureka, one well com- 
pleted, dry, no production; Mur- 
docksville, six wells completed, two 
dry, production 65 barrels; Brush 
four wells completed. three dry, pro- 
ductiyn 60 barrels; Wildwood, two 
wells completed, one dry, production 
16 barrels; Orafton, three wells com- 
pleted, one dry, production 366 bar- 
rels ; Washington, one well complet- 
ed, dry; Finleyville, two wells com- 
pleted, both dry; Wood county, West 
Virginia, 12 wells completed, eight 
dry, production $78 barrels. Nothing 
of importance occurred in the fields 
of Southeastern Ohio. Nine wells 
were completed at Oorning, with 146 
barrels production, Of the eight wolls 
completed at Macksburg fonr were 
dry, and the production was 100 bar- 
rels 


In the Buckeye and Hoosier oil 
field of the northwest, there is an in- 
crease both in completed wells and 
the amount of new production while 
the work under way shows no 
material changes, The producer of 
Lima oil has been able to keep the 
supply slightly in excess of the de- 
mand and stocks inthe custody of 
the pipe Iines have been increasing 
for several months.

Certain indications point to a 
slightly perceptible improvement in 
the present situation, over the early 
condition of spring trade. Those 
dealers who make a speeialty of min 
eral oils report a firmer movement in 
the month just ended than during re- 
cent preceeding months. As for the 
other cils, considerable activity was 
noticeable during the week in Cochin 
oil for future delivery, though Oey- 
lon remains quiet at previous quota- 
tions. Linseed is easier in the West, 
but held firm here at the recent ad 
vance. Oottonseed oil remains dull 
and in light demand, both for export 
aod for home consumption. Lard 
oil is weak and unsettled, and fish 
oils show a general downward tend- 
ency. Linseed cake, especially for 
home brands, can be said to be de- 
cidedly firmer. 

Vegetable Olle. 

Linseed. —In sympathy with the ad 
‘ vance of 1c by Western crushers, it 
is reported that the city crushers may 
at their meeting on Monday advance 
the price for both city and Calcutta 
oils, though at presen ~ are quot- 
ing in a limited way at 62c for city and 
64c for Calcutta. Orushers claim that 
within the next sixty days it will not 
be a question of price, but the ability 
of buyers to obtain sufficient stocks 
of oil to meet their requirements. If 
these are not any more urgent than 
they have been for the past thirty 
days, it is immaterial to them what 
the price of oil is. Orushers are all 
busy making deliveries upon old con- 
tracts, made at lower figures than 
current quotations. Beyond this only 
a retail demand is reported for daily 
consumption, all of which is satisfied 
at 52c for city and 54c for Calcutta. 

Cottonseed.--The key to the oll situ- 
ation is lard,which has ruled dull and 
unsteady all the past week. Should 
the future receipts of hogs continue 
to show a daily increase as they have 
for the past few weeks, the outlook 
for an increased demand for cotton 
oil from packers is not very encour- 
aging, and yet with this state of af. 
fairs in view choice grades of summer 
yellow are held with a degree of 
strength that is surprising to those 
who do not understand the situation. 
The free offerings of prime or nearly 
— grades by sample for June de- 
ivery at easier prices fails to attract 
buyers though a few small lots have 
been placed at 32c. As an indication 
how dull the foreign markets are a 
lot of 2,000 bbls choice summer yel 
law was offered at 34c for which the 
best bid obtainable was 31%c. Some 
of the mills in the south have made 
attempts to induce eastern and west 
ern buyers to make bids for both 
crude and refined at mills, so far 
they have been unsuccersful. The 
demand from the soap trade has 
slacked offtoa considerable extent,

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SaTURDAY Noon, June 9, 1894. 

As regards trading on the local ex- 
change there has been no sign of ani- 
mation, in fact not a sale was made 
until yesterday when the deadlock 
was broken by a single thousand 
changing hands. The only feature 
of interest duriug the past week was 
the monthly field report, which was 
pretty freely discussed, and this was 
regarded as highly favorable to a 
higher range of speculutive values, 
the large amount sf new develop- 
ment work not — believed to 
threaten an increase in production, 
The large increase in the number of 
wells completed during May having 
but just kept the new production up 
to that of the preceding month is re- 
garded as a most bullish factor, and 
as the reports during the current 
week show about the same average 
wells and large proportion of dry 
holes there has been a general dis- 
position to mark up the prices. Buy- 
ers on at the former figures, 
and it was a noticeable circum- 
stance that there were no sellers, not- 
withstanding that the bids were 
steadily raised, and it is a noteworthy 
fact that no sale was effected until the 
price reached 90c. The usual statistics 
of field operations will be found on 
another page and editorial comment 
thereon in the appropriate place. The 
statistical situation has undergone no 
change, the present month opening 
with about the same _ differenca 
between runs and deliveries as 
during the preceding month, 
The transactions during the past 
week show a decrease from those of 
the previous week, the foot. 
up 8,000 bbis against 5,000 bbls for 
the gecedn’ week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
0,000 bbls against 284,000 bbls dur- 
ing the preceding week. The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 0,000 bbis, 
against 628,000 bbls for precedin 
week. The highest price of the wee 
was recorded on Saturday, when 
90%c was reached. The lowest point of 
the week was 87\c, and was touched 
on Monday. The opening price last 
Monday was 87c, and the close this 
noon was at 90c, showing a gain of 
2c as a result of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 3c, The 
range during the corresponding week 
last year was 62@64%c.

INDUSTRIAL 


In general trade there is no im- 
aoe Thisis shown not only 
the figures of the clearing houses 
of the country but also by the con- 
tinued accumulation of currency at 
the money centers. Our city banks 
are very strong, but they are not 
gaining in cash, as the steady exports 
of gold quite offsets the receipts 
of currency from the interior. The 
tariff bill is progressing, but so slowly 
as to wear out the national patience. 
Wheat and cottor have both risen the 
past week, but both from bad reports 
of the growing crop; a not altogether 
profitable reason to either grower or 
consumer. 

On the Stock Exchange the busi- 
ness has notimproved It is safe to 
say that more than three-quarters of 
it is fictitious. The public has not 
been attracted as yet, and if it 
don’t come before money tightens 
— of the pools are likely to col- 
apse. 

Cord stock is booked for a rise 
on confidential information that some 
agreements have been made with com- 
gens to settle upon an advance 
n prices for twine, &c, It has not 
_ any movement of consequence 
yet. 
Lead stock opened the week higher, 
selling at 40% on Monday, but the 
pool stopped buying, and though lots 
of points were given out on Tuesday 
both from Washington and this city 
that the pool was going to give it a 
“whirl,” it was extremely quiet and 
sagged to 39% in the face of the gen- 
eral stock market being strong and 
some of the other cliqued stocks man- 
_— by Mr. Keen being active and 

vancing shar v On Thursday 
there was more dving and the price 
reached 40%, closing strong, and 
opened up to 41% Friday, with some 
buying, but more “‘washing,” but 
today was weak and _ lower. 
There seems to be a much smaller 
short interest in the Consolidated Ex- 
change, but very little apparent in 
the Stock Exchange, and the large 
bears have little or no interest in this 
security, notwithstanding reports to 
the contrary. The fluctuations for the 
week have been from 39% to 4134, the 
lowest on Monday and the highest 
Friday, closing at 39% bid. 

Whiskey stock has been more ac- 
tive, and on the report that the Sen- 
ate would give the distillers all they 
asked and paid for, the price reached 
37 on Thursday, but the inherent 
weakness of the company itself caused 
long selling, as heretofore on every 
rise, and the price dropped to 25% on 
Fiiday. This stock has been mure 
persistently talked up and sold down 
than any other before the public. One 
of the points given out, which finds 
gome believers, is that insiders are 
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keeping the price down to give the 
friends and servants of the Senators 
an opportunity to send in th ir tele- 
graph c orders, The fluctuations dur- 
ng the week have beep from 23% to 
27, the lowest Monday and the high- 
est on Thursday, closing to-day at 
25% bid, 

Cotton oil stock has been manipu- 
lated by the same interests that 
worked in it last week, but the opera- 
tions have been very small. The 
movement has been to lift prices, and 
this has been accomplished, bringing 
in a few buying orders, but still it is 
@ very narrow market, and 1,000 
shares could be neither bought nor 
sold without materially affecting 
prices. The fluctuations during the 
week have been from 26% to 29%, the 
lowest on Monday and the highest on 
Friday, closing at 28% bid. 

Sugar stock opened the week wildly 
active, the sales reaching nearly 120,- 
000 shares on Monday at sharply ad- 
vancing prices. The Senate vote had 
not been taken at the close of the ex 
change, but the pool manipulators 
seemed aware of what it wovld be, 
buying the stock freely. and were 
ready to sell the public the following 
morning, when there was such active 

ing that a record could not be 
kept of the transactions, and so many 
brokers were in the sugar crowd that 
orders in other stock could not for a 
time be executed. To the surprise 
of outsiders, the price rose very 
little and stock was so _ freely 
supplied, and has been since, that the 
steady tendency of prices has been 
downward in the face of the declara 
tion of the usual dividend. Wallstreet 
has many theories to account for the 
weakness. One is that the insiders 
are trying to induce short selling, as 
well as to disgust the late purchas 
ers. Another, that the company’s 
condition is not what the public have 
been led to suppose, and for eviden- 
ce of this, point to the fact that Mr, 
oe one of the few who are 
in a position to know, is willing to in- 
vest his money at 3% to 4% instead of 
the 7% preferred stock of his own com. 
pany at 5 to 10 points below par. Still 
another, and perhaps more probable 
reason, is that the Senate, having 
kept its trade with the trust, will not 
be surprised if the House, if forced to 
accept the Senate bill, will put riders 
on the various appropriation bills, 
one of them m g sugar free. Su- 
gar declined more than 2 points to- 
day in weeny sar of @ protest from 
the German Government against the 
discriminating clause in the bill and 
a threat to retaliate. The fluc- 
tuations during the week have 
been from 102 to 108%, the lowest to- 
day and the highest Wednesday, 
closing at 101% bid.

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to be relied on, and that sometimes 
the export figure is alarmingly below 
that for hometrade. The quicksilver 
jn question was purchased in this city 
aed shipped by a stockholder in the 
Tajo mine, one of the richest silver 
mines in Mexico. This sale, as its 

rticulars have become known, has 
given rise to a good deal of indigna- 
tion on the part cf purchasers, They 
cannot see why the home pro- 
ducer of silver, with the low price 
of the white metal and all the other 
disadvantages that they have to con- 
tend with, should be charged nearly 
$9a flask more than purchasers in 
foreign countries, On the quantity of 
quicksilver made last year, the differ- 
ence would exceed a quarter of a 
million dollars. The receipts for the 
month of May were in excess of two 
thousand flasks—to be exact 2,076 
flasks. This brings the total forthe 
five months up to 11,818 flasks, ‘This is 
still nearly two thousand flasks in ex- 
cess of those for the same time in 
1893. This has been the surplus for 
some time past showing thas the situ 
ation is improving slowly. The ex. 
ports by sea to date were 8,336 flasks 
as against8.221 flasks for the same 
time in 1893, The exports both by 
rail and sea have, however, been 
pretty nearly equalto the total re- 
ceipts in this city. The exports of 
May by sea were principally to Mexi- 
co, where 600 flasks .ere shipped. 
The balance of over 1,100 flasks went 
to New York and Central America, 

The exports of borax by rail for the 
month of April were 637,000 lbs. The 
total for the first four months of the 
year weae 2,967,010 lbs, or several 
times more than for the same time ia 
1893. ‘The total exports by sea and 
rail for the four months was 3,843,463 
lbs,

The consumption has not materi- 
ally decreased, yet in spite of greatly 
diminished imports the price has not 
advanced. The cause of thisis not 
far to seek, and we call attention to 
the fact that hardly any balsam co- 
paiva goes out now into the trade un- 
adulterated, even from some of the 
most reputable houses, while it is 
claimed to be pure. These adulter- 
ations have of late grown to such an 
extent thatitis time to call a halt; 
buyers should not only buy of strictly 
reliable houses but examine and test 
every package they receive. 

|The yn adulterant is gurjun 
balsam (E. 1, wood oil), which nas 
been imported here of late from Eng- 
land to an alarming extent. Among 
other adulterants are mineral oil, cas- 
tor oil,&c. Gurjun balsam can read- 
ily be detected by holding the sus- 
ae sample in the sun or a strong 
ight; the presence of gurgun balsam 

indicated by a greenish violet 
tinge. 

Hager’s test is as follows: To 2 cc. 
of a mixture of 1 part pure sulphuric 
acid and 26 parts pure acetic ether 
add 4 drops of the balsam to be test- 
ed; after a few minutes the mixture 
will assume a violet hue, if a large 
percentage of gurjun balgam be pres- 
ent and on standing for about 12 
hours will change to a dark brown to 
black color; in small admixtures of 
gurjun the violet tinge will not be 
pronounced, but on standing for 
above named length of time will also 
partake of a dark brown color. 

Paraffine oil, Jiquid paraffine or vas- 
eline oil can be detected by the fol- 
lowing test, devised by the Ledoux 
chemical laboratory of New York, 
viz.: Put 30 drops of the balsam ina 
test tube, adding 3 to 4 times their 
volume of 9624 alcoho}, shake well to- 
gether, then hold the tube suspended 
ln boiling water until the contents 
begin to boil; if paraffine oil is pres- 
ent it will appear separated from the 
mixture at the bottom of the vial, the 


balsam being held in a clear or milky 
solution = the alcohol, 
4 {Pure balsam copabia of all varities 
excepting Para, mixed with ao equal 
volume of aqua ammonia, will make 
a clear transparent solution and will 
more readily do so when heated; if 
gurjun balsam, Venice turpentine or 
castor oilis present in the copaiva, 
the mixture, aster standing for, say 
12 hours, will remain either wholly or 
partly cloudy, It is necessary to 
take ammonia water, the same re- 
sults not being obtained with 
stronger ammonia. Owing to the 
large percentage of oil copaiba which 
is present in Para balsam the above 
test ia not applicable to this grade. 
Oonsiderable quantities of balsam 
copaiva, especially the Para kind, 
have frequently been deprived of 
most of the oil of copaiva by distilla- 
tion and put on the market again as 
pure balsam, but really defective in 
quality.

Turmeric Growing in Bengal. 


Turmeric is mostly grown in Ben- 
gal on soil containing a mixture of 
two-thirds of sand and one third of 
clay. Stagnant water is always in- 
jurious to it, and high, well drained 
land is therefore generally selected 
for its cultivation. The best crops 
are produced on land of loose texture, 
which has been vo waste for ten 
or twelve years. ‘he plants are 
grown on ridges from 8 to 24 inches 
apart. Harvesting takes place in 
January and February. In the Our- 
tack districts the growers do not al- 
low the tumeric to remain in the land 
for more than a year, but in other 
parts of Bengal the outturn of the 
second year is supposed to be superior 
in quality and quantity to the first 
year’s harvest. When the rhizomes 
have been dug out, they are cleared 
of mud and their rootlets removed. 
They are then boiled in water in 
earthen pots, the mouths of which are 
carefully closed, a very small opening 
being left. When the water oozes 
out of this opening, the turmeric is 
taken out and dried in the sun for 
eight or ten days. It is then fit for 
the market.

Manufacture of Oil and Food from Pea- 
nuts. 


REPORT BY CONSUL GENERAL F, H. MASON, 


Ihave the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of special instruction No, 
127, dated February 5, directing me 
to submit a report concernig the map- 
ufacture in Germany of oil, oil cake, 
and meal from peanuts, and particu- 
larly tne extent to which nut 
meal is used for food in the German 
army and navy. In compliance with 
this instruction, I respectfully sub- 
mit herewith a report, with which are 
included as exhibits samples* of pea- 
nut meal, flour, and biscuits, as pre- 
pared by the most approved methods 
in this country. These samples are 
of esseutial value to the report. 

The use of peanut products by the 
German army and navy has not yet 
passed the experimental stage. An 
elaborate series of trials was complet- 
ed only a fortnight ago, and the re- 
sults nave been reported officially to 
the Ministry of War. I shali endeavor 
iu due course to obtain copies oi these 
reports, but it will be understood that 
all experiments pertaining to military 
or naval matters are carefully guaro-

peanut meal that has yet appeared in 
this country. 


The ordinary peanut or “earth nut,”’ 
is the seed vessel and seed of the 
Arachis hypog@s, and grows in sev- 
eral of the Southern States of the 
Union and in Brazil, the East Indies, 
and on the east and west coasts of 
Africa, In 1891 there were imported 
into Germany 16,762 tons of peanuts 
a slight increase over the imports of 
the preceding year. The receipts de- 
clined to 13,158 tons in 1892, but rose 
in 1893 to 20,973 tons of which 26 tons 
were purchased in New York, 6 tons 
in Brazil, while 8,471 tons came from 
Weat Africa, 6,431 tons from East 
Africa, and 7,040 tons from British 
East India. This large yng of im- 

rted peanuts is u for the manu- 
acture of oil, and is consumed b 
about twenty-seven factories whic 
are located in various parts of Ger- 
many, some of the principal ones be 
ne st Hamburg, Mannheim, and at 
Heilbronn, in Wurtemburg. 

Peanuts vary greatly in value ac- 
cording to the quantity, and still more 
the quality of the oil which they con- 
tain. The finest and most valuable 
come from the valley of the Senegal, tf 
in western Africa, while the lowest 
grades come from Madras. Theprin 
cipal varieties are graded in the mar 
ket according to richness in oil and 
general merit as follows (the percent - 

being based upon equal welghts 
of shelled kernels in condition for

The d'ity on raw peanuts imported 
into Germany is $4.70 per metric ton 
(2,240 pounds),and the duty on peanut 
oil is $2.38 per 100 kilograms, equal 
to about 9 cents per gallon. 

The nuts from West Africa and 
from America arrive usualiy in the 
shell, but in Eust Africa and in India 
they are often thrashed out by 
machinery and the seed nly export- 
ed. There isthus a saving of buikon 
shipboard, but at some expense of

peanut is much mose ap’ to grow 
atrong and rancid when naked, and 
more or less crushed and broken by 
thrashing than when inclosed in its 
natural husk or shell, The shells of 
dried peanuts constitute 23 per cent. 
of their weight, and are used in 
Germany as material for certain 
kinds of paper or are ground up as 
food for cattle. 

At the ofl mills the kernels are 
ground or crushed and submitted to 
three successive pressings, in which 
a@ force ofabout 250 atmospheres is 
employed. The first Se 
about 40 per cent. of the oil, the sec- 
ond 4 per cent. and the third pressing 
from 2 to 3 per cent. of the remainder. 
Oold pressed oil of the first pressing 
from African or the best American 
peanuts is used in Germany as salad 
oil and for various culinary purposes. 
It ranges in price (wholesale) from 
$14 76 to $26 per 100 kilograms (ap- 
proximately from 56‘7 cents to $1 per 
gallon), which is far cheaper than any 
edible quality of olive oil can be im- 
ported and sold in this country. The 
American peanut is larger, sweeter 
and, when roasted, better flavored 
than any of the others, but its oil is 
of medium quality and ranks below 
the African, being worth in the pres- 
ent market $15.47 per 100 kilograms, 
or 69 cents per gallon. Oil from the 
East Indian peanuts ranges in value 
from 40 to 60 cents per gallon, and 
like the last pressing from African 
and American nuts is not used di- 
rectly for food, but is consumed in 
the manufacture of soap and for va 
rious other technical purposes, among 
which is included the ‘‘fattening”’ of 
oleomargarine. 

The most important secondary pro- 
duct of peanut oil manufacture is the 
oil cake or meal which remains after 
the oil has been, as far as piacticable, 
extracted by pressure. This sells for 
from $30 to $33 per ton, and until 
within a year or two past bas been 
used in Germany exclusively as food 
for cattle, sheep and to some extent 
for horses, though it is said that it is 
too rich and heating for working an. 
imals, and except in the coldest 
weather, causes excessive pres- 
piration unless fed in small 

uantities and mixed with grains. 

nder chemical analysis peanut 
oil meal shows such _ extra- 
ordinary richness in nitrogenous 
elements that that the German sa- 
vance have seized upon it as an ob- 
vious souce of cheap and highly con- 
ceatrated material for human food, 
adaptible not only to army and navy 
rations, but of timely and important 
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value to the peasant and industrial 
classes, which have suffered from a 
long and nearly exclusive diet of 
bread and potatoes, unmixed with a 
due proportion of nitrogenous animal 
food. This has led to a series of ex- 
periments which are still in progress, 
and to the invention by Dr. Nord- 
linger, a chemist at Bockenheim. of a 
series of gore from peanut 
meal which seen destined to play an 
important part in the future food 
economy of the German people.

In this form it is used for soups, 
cakes, and is cooked like a vegetable 
as pure. 

(2). Peanut flour (Erdmussmehl) — 
Similar to the above except that the 
meal is ground and bolted like or- 
dinary flour. Both these preparations 
give the following analysis; Water, 
4.8 per cent. ; protein substances, 48.6 
per cent. ; oil, 22 per cent,, and carbo- 
hydrated elements, 17.9 per cent, 

(3). Peanut biscuits.—Dry, light, 
highly alatable biscuits, or 
“crackers,” containing 1.85 per cent, 
of water, 34.84 per cent. of protien 
substances, 21,51 per cent. of oil, 
33.64 per cent. of starch, 2.73 per cent. 
of inorganic ash, and 6.34 per cent, of 
various nitrogenous elements. 

(4), Diabetic chocolate biscuits,— 
Highly recommended for persons 
suffering from diabetes and contain- 
ing 2.58 per cent. of water, 44.11 per 
of proteien substances, 29.75 per 
cent. of oil, 17.1 percent. of starch, 
3.6 per cent. of ash, aud 2.96 per cent,

of February last by Prof. Dr. Furh. 
bringer, director of the Friedhenshain 
Public Hospital at Berlin, and pub. 
lished in No, 7 of the Berliner. 
klinische Wochenschrift for 1893, q 
reprinted edition of which I transmit, 
It gives the resulte of experiments 
made by Dr, Furhbringer, under 
whose direction the peanut grits and 
flour were prepared in various forms 
and supplied as food to 120 men, 
women, and children, inmates of the 
hospital named and suffering from the 
usual variety of complaints that pre. 
vail in a public hospital. The report 
of Dr. Fuhrbringer, enters into medi- 
cal details and technicalities which it 
is impracticable to follow here, be- 
yond the general statement that of 
the 120 patients included in the ex- 
periments, more than half found the 
peanut meal soup palatable and ex- 
cellent, and ate it gladly whenever it 
was offered. Of the remainder eight 
or ten persons found it disagreeable 
in taste, and the otheas, while not es- 
pecially fond of it, ate it without com- 
plaint. All throve well upon it, and 
and the analyses of excretions showed 
that it had been in general well assim- 
ilated. 

This being the case with invalids, 
some of whom were suffering from 
dyspepsia and other digestive weak- 
nesses, it will be readily inferred that 
for all persons in robust health, par- 
ticularly for soldiers, sailors, work- 
ingmen, and the inmates of prisons 
aud asylums, this cheap and highly 
nutritious food may have an import- 
ant value. Its sustaining power is 
remarkable, Although easily digest- 
ed and assimilated even by invalids, 
its durability—for want ot a better 
term—surpasses even that of the 
hitherto unegualed “Soja bean” of 
Japan and Obina. Allthis has been 
made the subject of careful experi. 
ment by the military authorities of 
Germany. In the garrisons at Frank- 
fort and elsewhere the men have been 
supplied with soups made from pea- 
nut grits, and the results carefully 
noted in official reports which have 
been recently made to the Ministry of 
War at Berlin, and which are not yet 
accessible. The first series of expert. 
ments, which was made some m. nths 
@go, Was announced by the Ministry 
of War as having proved quite satis- 
factory, and if the latter trials are 
equally favorable, it is possible the 

eanut meal will be included in the 

uture garrison rations and ‘‘field 
sausage” of the German army.

Lubricating Oils. 
(Continued from page 10.) 


gree of inflammability, and for this 
reason, therefore, great progress has 
been made recently in the making up 
of mixtures of animal, fish, vegetable 
and mineral oils, in the proportions 
calculated to develop the particular 
characteristics required. 

Turning now to the preparation of 
the oils for increasing their lubricat- 
ing powers, we must first give our at- 
tention to the mineral oils. Tiiese 
oils are often used in their original 
state as they are received from the 
oil works, but for mapy purposes it 
is required to clarify them, This can, 
in most instznces, be accomplished 
by warming, thus driving off all traces 
of water, the presence of which is 
often the cause of the cloudiness in 
the oil. The light body mineral oils, 
in order to give them a ruby color or 
a bright orange, are simply heated 
alone, or in some instances with a 
very small percentage of aniline red 
or yellow, and then filtered. When 
we come. however, to the heavier 
boiled oils, for heavy machinery, 
much more complicated manipulation 
is necessary. apy of the heavy 
bodied mineral oils are simply the *865 
oils worked up with what is known as 
a key, or thickener. 

Every manufacturer has his own 
particular thickener, which is gener- 
ally kept as a profound secret, but 
they all consist more or less of castor 
oil, soap, or oleate or stearate of al- 
umina. This oleate or stearate of 
alumina is by far the best, but ita 
preparation is rather complicated, 
being a metal soap instead of a soap 
of an alkaline salt. The oleic and 
stearic acid is obtained in the usual 
way from any of the oils rich or olein 
or stearin, and is then precipitated 
with alum in the presence of caustic 
soda, thus forming oleate and stear- 
ate of alumina. A very small per- 
centage of this metal soap dissolved 
with warming in light gravity oil will 
increase ite gravity sone 60° or 60°, 
will not deteriorate its lubricating 
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roperties, and after filtering through 
ine copper gauze will give it a brilli- 
ancy not surpassed by any of the 
finest animal oils on the market, and 
at the same time not increase ita cost 

more than twenty shillings a ton. 

Some manufacturers have now a 

rocess of thickening their oils with 
ordinary eoftsoap. This addition can 
pe easily detected by adding glacial 
acetic acid and warming, when the 
soap Will at once separate out. The 
writer recently examined a very fine 
jooking sample of lubricating oil re- 
sembling in appearance castor oil, 
and found on estimation that as much 
as 60 per cent. of soap had been intro- 
duced into the oil. Any oil found to 
contain soap should be at once re- 
jected as useless for lubricating 
purposed. , 

Rosin oil is often mixed with min- 
eral oils to give body and to cheapen 
them. A small percentage of, say, 
one per cent. of rosin oil does not de— 
teriorate the lubricating properties of 
the oil, but an oil containing above 
this percentage cannot be recom- 
mended for lubricating purposes. 

The presence of rosin oil can be de- 
tected in mineral oils by treating a 
small portion of the sample with an 
alcoholic solution of caus*tic soda, 
heating on a water bath, and evapo- 
rating nearly to dryness; then adda 
large quantity of distilled water and 
poil for some time, when a milky liq- 
uid will be formed; now add more 
water apd warm, and notice the color 
of the oil thatseparates out. Ifclear, 
then mineral] oil is only present, a 
brown color denoting the presence of 
rosin oil. As a confirmatory test, 
draw off the aqueous liquid from be- 
neath, and make it acid with sulphu 
ric acid. If no precipitate,the oil was 
all mineral, as a precipitate collecting 
on warming in brown viscous drops 
confirms the presence of rosin oil. 

Mineral oila mixed with glycerine 
and castor oil under certain condi- 
tions are now largely used for high 
claes lubrication. The mode of mak- 
ing this kind of lubricant is effected 
by heating the mixture in an air 
tight copper, wi'b an air pump fitted 
into the lid, which is used for pump- 
ing the air out of the vessel. Just 
above the surface of the oil is an inlet 
pipe to admit fresh air, thus keeping 
the oil in constant agitation during 
heating. 

Amongst the vegetable oils, castor, 
olive and cotton are the principal 
used for lubricating purposes. Oastor 
oil is a very good lubricant, but is too 
costly to be generally used, and un- 
les @& fine quality is used it hasa 
tendency to gum. Olive oil is also 
largely used, but again its price pre- 
vents its being used for ordinary lu- 
brication. Ootton ollis a drying oil, 
and therefore is not a good lubricant, 
as it quickly oxidizes, and leaves the 
bearings dry, but nevertheless it is 
now largely used for mixing with 
other oils for lubrication. Blown 
cotton oil—that is, cotton oil the 
gravity of which is meee increased 
by blowing air into it for some con- 
siderable time—is now used hy many 
manufacturers for mixing with mine- 
ral oils, and thus producing fine 
looking lubricating vils, which are, 
however, almost next to useless for 
lubrication.

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Thickened rape. which is made by 
acting on colza oilin the same man- 
ner as cotton oil, is well worthy the 
attention of large users of machinery 
for although it is seldom made from 
colza oil alone, it nevertheless pos- 
sesses all the properties of a good an- 
imal oil, and should entirely take the 
eee of castor and other high priced 
oils. 

The only oil which remains to be 
noticed in this paper ia tallow oil. If 
all other oils fail in the purpose for 
which they ere required try tallow 
oil. It has a habit of always answer- 
ing where other oils fail; it is a good 
lubricant, especially for heavy work 
and for working at high tempera- 
tures, 

For very heavy bearings tallow and 
other aolid lubricants are used, such 
as mixtures of sulphur and tallow, 
asbestos, soapstone with asbestos, 
graphite, beeswax and other similar 
mixtures which find favor among lo- 
comotive engineers and those in 
charge of heavy machinery.—Oils,

Is it dirty? Has it beon emptied re- 
cently? Every lamp should be emptied 
completely once a week, and always be- 
fore putting in a new wick.
